FATAL EXPLOSION. 

Two Persons Hlown to Atoms on (jiiatsluo 
Sound by a Powder Explosion. 

A letter lias been received from 15,ir 
Harbor, northwest ot Alert Buy, dated 
tho ;ilst October, containing the intelli- 
gence "f " fatal e plosion at Coal Har- 
bor, Quataino Sound, on the property of 
the West Vancouver Coal Co. Some 
Indiana arrived lit Bar Harbor and 
stated that on I'ueStlay evening the 'iilth 
a loud report was heard in their village, 
coming from the direction of Bar Har- 
bor, in the morning while on the way 
to the latter iiluce they called in to Coal 

Harbor to see Mr. Bowen, who had 
charge of the company's diamond drill 
at that point. They discovered that Ilia 
dwelling and two sheds were burned to 
the ground and e i ideuces of nn explo- 
sion, for tho remains of Mr, Bowen and 
tin Indian woman were scattered in all 
directions. 

The cuiiso of the explosion was appar- 
ent. During the past summer Mr. 
Unwell purchased a 25-pound keg of 
powder from a prospector that came 
along, and this lie placed in a hole un- 
derneath the flooring of his house. 
Either the house caught (ire, or the 
powder in some way became ignited, 
causing the terrible accident. The vil- 
lage where the report was heard is 
about six miles from the house. Geo. 
Hunt left Beaver Harbor on the 1st in- 
slant to take charge of the company's 
property until tho directors in San 
Francisco can be communicated with, 
and also to bury the remains of the 
unfortunate couple who met ho tragic a 
death. 

Mr, Bowen was an engineer, and was 
at ono tlineon the Skoena, Six years 
ago he went to Coal Harbor to take 
charge of tho West Vancouver Coal 
Co.'s diamond drill prospecting, and 
has lived tlicro over since.

The Sealers' Address to His Excellency the 
Governor-General. 

At 1 o'clock yesterduy afternoon His 
Excellency the Governor-General was 
pleased to receive a deputation from the 
Sealers' Association, in the Treasury 
building, James lkiy, to hear an 
address presented by them, and also to 
allow them an opportunity of further 
expressing themselves upon the question 
of such vital interest to oneof Victoria's 
most important industries, 

Mr. Itobt. Ward introduced to His 
Excellency the members of the deputa- 
tion : Ciipr.. J. G. Cox, Mr. Munsie, 
Mr. R. Hull, Capt. J. I). Warren, Capt. 
Clarke, Capt. Guudin, Capt. W. Cox, 
and Jlr. Morris Moss. He then ex- 
plained that the Sealers' Association 
had been recently formed in Victoriu for 
the purpose of taking such action as lay 
in their power for the preservation of 
the scaling industry. 

The address of the nssociution, which 
had been previously forwarded to His 
Excellency, read as follows : 
To Hia JSxcdUneu thr Rigid Honorable 
Sir Frederick Arthur Stanley, Bar- 
on Stanley of Pratt on, in the County 
of Lancaster, in the Peerage of tlie 
united Kingdom, Knitilit Grand Orons 
of the Most Honorable Order of the 
Jiath. Qovernor-QcneraX of Canada, 
and Vice-Admiral of the same : 
Alny it please Your Excellency — 

In approxching Your Excellency upon 
the long pending and still very unsettled 
qucsLlo'i of the rights of British sealing 
vessels in Bearing's Sen, wo desire to ex- 
press our confidence in a final settlement 
of the mutters in dispute, at once satis- 
factory and honorable to the two nations 
most Interested, 

We desire to call Your Excellency's at- 
tention to a few inaltcis upon which the 
Victoria sealers have been greatly and 
persistently misrepresented. 

It has been published broadcast in Eng- 
land ns well as in America, that for evory 
one seal taken by our sealers and placed 
on the mnrkot, ten seals aro destroyed. 
Wo beliovo that this statement, porsist- 
ontly made, and seldom or nover contra- 
dicted. Iins creal ed, especially in England, 
a prejudice against our sealers, and It is tc 
the gross inaccuracy of the statement we 
desire to especially draw Your Excellency's 
attention. 

We have abundant evidence, part of 
which is already in the Department of 
Fisheries, Ottawa, that the actual number 
of seals killed by our sealers, but for a 
variety of causes, not nctually captured, 
does not oxeeed six in every one hundred. 

We are charged also with t he wholesale 
destruction of female scuIh while carrying 
and nursing their young, thus destroying 
immense numbers of young seals us well. 

To answer this charge it is only neces- 
sary to say that the females breed upon the 
islands in Bcnrlng's Sea, about midsum- 
mer, thnt they remain with their young for 
about two mouths, seldom going more than 
a few miles from the islands for food, anil 
consequently do not come within reach oi 
our Boallng vessels. The great majority ol 
seals laken in Hehring's t^a by oursealers 
are what are known as "bachelors" and 
"barren cows." 

It has boon stated thnL the matters in dis- 
pule will piobably bo settled by a com- 
promise in the nature of a close season 
from May to December in each year for 
seal hunting in rtehrlng's Sea. As tho only 
period ol" lhe year when seal hauling can 
bo ca.'riod on in IJohring'sSea falls between 
May anil December Your Excellency will 
see that a close season covering the period 
mentioned means practically the cumpleti 
Closing of the Sea t o our sealers, nnd a mon- 
opoly of the fur soul trade by the Alnska 
Commercial Company or ot her lessee ol 
tho smile rights and privileges now en- 
joyed by that, company from tho Govern- 
ment of tuo United States. 

We feel assure 1 that Your Excellence 
will, so far as is consistent with your high 
and responsible position, he able to 

assure ua that In tho future our rights ii 
Hehring's Sea will be more clearly defined, 
anil their enioyment. unmolested.

Replying to the address His I'.xcel 
lency said : "It was with great pleasure 
that I received your address, nnd I 
thank you for having given mo tho op- 
portunity to procure your views to-day. 
The matter on which we have mot, i>- 
0110 of the most ditlicult and delicate 
questions I could have to speak upon. 
It concerns not only your interests, but 
the interests of the Dominion and tin' 
Imperial government; mid the interests 
of nations, I would take this oppor- 
tunity of Impressing upon your minds 
the fact that it is tho greatest of mis 
takes to suppose that you have not con- 
siderable sympathy felt for you ill the 
mother country, and tlmt the delay in 
the adjustment of the question lies in 
any lack of interest manifested by the 
home government, I was uincinber of the 
Imperial Cabinet when the first seizures 
were nia.de, and I am assure you that 
these matters very closely occupied tho 
attention of the Government nt thai 
time. At the present time I cannot suy 
mora than tlllit diplomatic negotiations 
have been niiulu and will continue to be 
inudo.

The church 
would not hold a third of the people 
who wished to obtain entrance, and the 
street leading to lhe edifice was literally 
jammed with mourning citizens, After 
the services the procession wits formed 
and, headed by Bishop Sillitoc and 
Archdeacon Woods, proceeded to the 
cemetery at Sappeiton, where the re- 
mains were interred with unusual 
solem circumstance. The bereaved 
family are in great grief, and have the 
heartfelt sympathy of the whole city in 
their sorrow. 

CA8SEAR GOLD. 

The Seaaon's Output Considerably In Ei- 
etss of Last Year's— Prospects Good. 

Gold Commissioner Crimp, of Cassiar, 
who came down by the Corona on 
Saturday night, reports that the season 
just closed has been a very satisfactory 
ono for bis district. The weather has 
been fairly good, und all the claims 
have paid well. Operations aro now 
practically at an end for the year, 
alt hough a few of the claims are still 
being worked. 

The Bonanza, on Dense Creek, has 
done the best this year, panning out 
from $7,000 to §8,000. On the Tibbct 
Creek the McViear & Foster Company's 
claim has also done well, while Quartz 
Creek has fully justified expectations in 
regard to its richness. 

In all, Cassiar has produced this year 
between $12,000 and $13,000 worth of 
gold moire this season than hist, Had 
it not been for the rain and the freshets 
which washed out the low lying claims, 
this output would have been very con- 
siderably increased. Most of the gold 
came from the tunnels and hills, while 
the Chinese have done badly this season. 

The health of the district has been 
unusually good, only two miners having 
died, and both from diseases acute anil 
of long standing. It is Mr. Crimp's 
opinion that next season will far surpass 
the one just over, and in ten years more 
Cassiar will be one of the largest gold 
producing districts in British Columbia. 

HON, EDWARD PALMER, 

bate Chief Justice of Prince Edward 
Island, 

Capt. Palmer, of "C" Battery, re- 
ceived last night by telegraph the mel- 
ancholy news of the death of bis father, 
tne Hon. Edward Palmer, Chief Justice 
of Prince Edward Island. Chief Jus- 
tice Palmer was in his 81styear. He had 
lived a useful as well as u long life. He 
was n native of Prince Edward Island 
and was for more than half a century 
one of the leading public men of that 
province. For many years he repre 
sented the capital, Charlottetown, in 
the House of Assembly, anil was for a 
long period the lender of Its govern- 
ment, He was a leading member ot the 
bar of the colony and occupied the posi- 
tion of Attorney-General, both before 

and after confederation. He wus one 
of the delegates who met Brat Char- 
lotlotowii and afterwards in Quebec to 
form u confederation the provinces oi 
British America. When Sir Robert 
Hodgson became governor of the Island,

ors and landsmen, ami wo sincerely 
trust that this plefisant state of things 
may continue. There is really no ■ di- 
versity of interest between the men in 
tlie ships and the men in the towns and 
it is of importance that none should he 
created. 

Upon enquiry we leant that when the 
Provincial Government received intima- 
tion from Ottawa that the Order-in- 
bounoii referred to in our special tele- 
gram had been poised, they immediate- 
ly communicated the information to the 
Hoard of Trade. That body, seeing the 
bearing which the execution of that Or- 
der would have on the [prosperity of the 
city, present and future, took uction at 
once and drew up a report. 

We have no doubt that the Provin- 
cial Secretary will lose no time in for- 
warding that report to Ottawa, together 
with such representations from himself 
and his colleagues us will convince the 
general Government that the ships of 
Her Majesty's Navy can have all the 
accommodation they need at any time 
without inflicting the slightest injury 
on the commerce of British Columbia; 

We earnestly trust that when the 
Government is in possession of all the 
information it requires to get a clear 
view of the position of affairs here with 
regard to the harbor of Esquiinalt, it 
will see that great injustice will be done 
to the inhabitants of both Victoria and 
Estjuimalt if the Order-in Couiicilis car- 
ried out. Once convinced of this the 
Government will, we are satisfied, re- 
scind or modify that Order ; for we 
have every reason to believe that nothing 
cm be further from its intention than 
knowingly to dp anything to the detri- 
ment of the Port of Victoria. 



CONSTANCE COVE. 

The news contained in our telegram 
from Ottawa will something more than 
surprise our readers. That the Domin- 
ion Government should, without con- 
sulting the provincial authorities and 
others interested in Victoria and Esqui- 
malt, set apart the whole area of Con- 
stance Cove for the exclusive use of [fer 
MajoBty's navy will he looked upon us 
un extraordinary and a singularly in- 
judicious use of its power. Before such 
a step was taken there are many whose 
advice should be sought and whose in- 
terests should be consulted. It is not 
usual for the General Government to 
issue an order of this kind affecting very 
important local interests without giving 
some intimation of its intention to those 
whom it so deeply concerns. If the 
Minister of Marine while the change 
asked for was under contemplation had 
advised the Provincial Government or 
the representatives of the district in 
Parliament or the British Columbia 
Board of Trade of what was in contem- 
plation, they would, we are quite sure, 
have made representations so forcible 
and so reasonable against the proposal 
to deprive the public of the use of Con- 
stance Cove, that the Order-in-Couucil 
would never have been passed. 

The Government surely could not 
have known that Constance Cove is the 
only part of the harbor of Esqui- 
malt which has hitherto been used 
for commercial purposes. Merchant 
ships anchor in that cove and they load 
and unload there. The roads from Vic- 
toria lead to that part of the harbor, 
the wharves are there, and property 
along its shores has been acquired solely 
for commercial purposes. Consequently 
to close the cove to merchant vessels 
and to commerce is practically to close 
the whole harbor, and is to do the in 
habitants of Victoria and Esquimalt a 
grievous injustice as well as to seriously 
returd the progress of both towns. 

Constance Cove, too, is really the 
only completely sheltered part of the 
harbor. In it vessels of all sizes 
ride safely at anchor in the most stormy 
weather. The other parts of the harbor 
being in a line with its entrance are ex- 
posed to the sweep of the wind. The 
area of the Cove is very considerable 
There is room enough in it both for ;i 
fleet of men-of-war uud for a large mini 
ber of merchant ships. A space half a 
mile wide and three quarters of a mile 
long is, it will be admitted, quite suffi- 
cient for all the ships of every kind that 
are likely to be in Esquimalt harbor at 
one time for many years to come. Anil 
even if it were not it does not seem wise 
on the part of the Government or just 
to the business community to drive 
commerce out of the most sheltered part 
of the harbor, and the part which, fo 
other reasons, is best adapted for it 
use merely for the purpose of giving a 
few war ships a great deal more room 
than they really require. 

The inhabitants of Victoria fully ap- 
preciate the importance to the Empire 
of Esquimalt as a naval station, and 
they would be willing, if it were neces- 
sary, to make large sacrifices for the 
sake of giving the ships of Her Majesty's 
navy all the harbor accommodation they 
require, hut they know that in the 
present instance such sacrifices are not 
necessary. On the contrary, they are 
fully convinced thut to appropriate the 
whole of Constance Cove to the exelus- 
Bive use of ships of war is to do" a great 
and an altogether needless injury to in- 
dividuals and to the commerce of the 

whole province, 

Wo cheerfully recognize the necessity 
of extending to the admiral in command 
of the war ships on this station prefer- 
ential rights in the harbor of Esquimalt 
which can ho easily and authoritatively 
exercised, bo that unpleasantnesses like 
that of the Hustode affair might be im- 
possible. And we are confident that an 
arrangement of that kind can he easily 
mudo without in the slightest degree 
interfering with the interests of com- 
merce. 

We are also too sensible of the many 
and great advantages accruing to the 
city and the province from having Es- 
quimalt as the headquarters of the Pa- 
cific station to wish to see the Admiral 
or the officers commanding the ships of 
the squadron put to tho slightest incon- 
venience while in the harbor. We would 
very greatly regret if anything should 
Ikj done to lessen the feelings of respect 
Mid cordiality with which tho officers 
»iul men of the war ships have hitherto 
aeon regarded by tho Inhabitants of j 
Victoria and Ksijuiiiiult. There has,

UNREPENTANT. 

The News-Advertiser does .lot retract 
any of its offenaivo expressions, neither 
does it deny that it intended deliber- 
ately to insult the "people of Victoria." 
fhero is some virtue in this frankness. 
Our contemporary is, at any rate, not 
hypocritical. We shall after this al 
ways know the spirit in which its re 
marks about Victoria and Victorians 
are conceived, and shall be able to es- 
timate them at their true value. "Down 
with Victoria" is its motto, uud any- 
thing that it nan do or say to acconi 
plish this end, it evidently considers 
lawful. We are sorry to learn that 
there are many in Vancouver city who 
have adopted this war cry. We think 
that they are not wise; but if they 
sider it their peculiar mission to decry 
Victoria and everything connected with 
it, we can only stand by and observe 
their manoeuvres. We can, however, 
console ourselves with the reflection that 
spiteful and envious as they aru, they 
cannot hurt this city or retard its pro 
gress in the least. It is going ahead 
and will go ahead let them say what 
they may. They cannot deprive Vic 
toria of any advantage it possesses 
l'hey cannot take from its men of busi 
noss their intelligence, their energy or 
their enterprise. It is certainly a little 
annoying to hear of their spiteful 
speeches and their despai aging remarks. 
It is, perhaps, foolish to allow them to 
vex us. But there are few so philosu 
phicor so thick-skinned as to be able to 
listen to calumny and slander unmoved. 
We will no doubt in time get so used 
to the sneers of our ambitious neighbors 
that they will pass by us like the idl 
wind. 

As for our contemporary's logic, it is 
quite on a par with its regard for truth 
when Victoria is its theme. Everyone 
but the News- Advertiser sees that in 
furthering our own inteiests we often 
advance the interests of our neighbors 
To characterize such incidental benefit ai 
antagonism is certainly a singular abuse 
of language. When we said that in de- 
airing that the Sound steamers Lie con- 
tinued the privilege they enjoy, the Vic- 
torians were attending to their own af- 
fairs without thinking of t heir neighbors 
on the Mainland, we said simply what 
was true. When we said further on 
that the Order-in-Council is detrimental 
to the interest not of Victoria alone, 
but of the whole province, we also Said 
what was true, and what the News-Ad- 
vertiser does not deny. To say thut 
one statement contradicts the other is to 
t;ive utterance to a palpable absurdity. 
An extension of the truth is very far 
from being a "contradiction." It is a 
great deal more likea confirmation.

(From tlio Inland Soutlnel. 

Ati olil-Uiuo dust storm reached Knm- 
'.oops Thursday nii.'lit and continued 
throughout a p?.rt n{ E'viil&y. •• . 

There is very little beinp done in 
quartz mining in Lillooet district. 
Most of the quartz claims in theCayooso 
und Anderson Luke section have shut 
down for the season. The Bonanza 
Company arc still prospecting and 
working on their ledge on Cuyooso 
creek. 

A sudden change in the temperature 
on Monday night brought on cold rains, 
which in the higher altitudes wus 
s changed to snow, and on Thursday 
morning tlio hill tops were olud in the 
mantle of winter. The s>iow disap- 
peared during the day. 

An American firm owning a large 
timber limit on Seymour Arm is seri- 
ously considering the erection of a large 
suwmill at some point in the interior on 
the line of railway. The choice will 
likely be between Kicutnotts and Kam 
loops, if it is decided to erect the mill 
The carpenter work on the Industrie 
school is now about completed, fclie'pfas 
tcrers are getting along nicely, and the 
painters are as fur along as they can 
until the plasterers ure through. Con 
tractor Ross says lie will be through be- 
fore the time expires for the completion 
of the contract. 

Mrs. T. C. Clark, of Puvillion Moun- 
tain, met with a very serious and bain 
fill accident on the 17th of October, 
She was returning home from Clinton 
and when about half a mile from home 
one of the horses became unhooked. 
She got out of the buggy and hooked 
up and was getting in again when some- 
thing seared the team, and they made a 
violent start. Mrs. Clark was" thrown 
to the ground and dragged some dis- 
tance She could not walk so crawled 
along towards home a few feet at a time 
until she came in sight of home. Fortu 
nately Mr. Clark and Mr. Madin hap 
pened to look up the hill and saw her. 
She was about three hours in going 
about three hundred yards. Dr. (! 
Sanson, of this place, was called to see 
her. She is now improving a little. It 
will be some time before she will be aid 
to be around, as she is hurt externally 
and internally. The team ran a short 
distance when the buggy upset and both 
horses were thrown oil their feet and lay 
till found.

THE ISLAND (>K kootknay. 

The improvement which Mr. W. A 
Builic-Orolmni completed by connecting 
the Upper Kootenay and the Upper 
Columbia rivers with a canal, enables us 
to speak of this mineral empire of the 
Selkirks as an island, t tie Island of 
Kootenay, anil although the southern 
half moon of its territory sweeps down 
into Montana and Idaho, we have a 
khiuly regard for it, severed only by an 
imaginary line, because it is embraced 
by waters having their source in the 
province, and with their gathered 
wealth and beauty returning again 
within our borders, 

One of the points of special import- 
ance is Kootenay [falls, in Montana, 
where there in a splendid waterfall and 
site for a city; and both above ami 
below these falls there is a stretch of 
several hundred miles of river naviga- 
tion, reaching into British Columbia in 
both directions, and towards the west 
into the heart of the fumous mineral 
district of Kootenay Lake. 

The locality was visited in August 
last by a correspondent, who describes 
it as easy of access, both by water anil 
rail, only eighty miles from tlie N. I'. 
H., through a dense forbst of elegant 
saw timber, which extends KM) miles 
north of the falls. 

There is a total fall of sixty-live feet 
in one-half mile. 

All idea of the power may be gained 
from the following comparison: The 
falls in the Spokune river at Spokane 
Fulls, W. T. , are claimed to furnish 
more power than the Mississippi 
at Minneapolis, Minn., and very 
justly, no doubt. The volume of 
water (lowing over the Kootenay falls 
is fully live times'that of the Spokane 
river, fully 60 per cent, of which can 
be practically utilized. On the north 
side of the river the mountain rises 
abruptly to a height of 4,000 feet, leav- 
ing no available townsite location. On 
the south side Dame Nature has been 
more considerate, leaving a strip of level 
land GOO feet in width between the river 
and the mountain, which rises G,000 
feet above the rushing waters. This 
atrip extends some ,'{,00(1 feet in length. 
Then the nature of the shores is re- 
versed and on the opposite shore is a 
strip ol equal width, 1,000 feet in length, 
thus a townsite capable of accommo- 
dating from live to seven thousand peo- 
ple stands waiting for the future. The 
mountains contain numerous quartz 
leads, which will one day make mines, 
calling into requisition the power that 
has for centuiies tilled the mountain air 
with its reverberations. "
